After years of investigation 
by a highly qualified team of 
scientists in the United States, 
the commission set up by the U. 
S. Air Force to investigate 
unidentified flying objects has 
been disbanded after bringing 
in a voluminous report which 
concluded that there are no 
such things in the sense of 
flying saucers or ex¬ 
traterrestrial flying machines. 
But people in the Duncan area 
keep seeing them nevertheless, 
which is not surprising to 
anyone who knows the people 
around Duncan. 

I don’t believe them and I am 
about as gullible as they come. 

I don’t believe them because I 
am an avid reader of science 
fiction and people who are avid 
readers of science fiction, in 
spite of themselves, pick up a 
smattering of science fact. 
One of the facts of science is 
that the universe is governed 
by certain immutable natural 
laws. While we do not know 
everything there is to know 
about these laws yet, science 
has developed certain theories 
which have stood up amazingly 
well in the face of the massive 
advances in the study of 
physical sciences in the past 50 
years. 

• One of these theories was 
developed by Albert Einstein, 
which stated, among other 
things, that nothing could 
travel faster than the speed of 
light and speed of light is 
about 186,000 miles per second. 
If you have a large sheet of 
paper, you can figure out for 
yourself how fast that is in 
miles per hour. But for the 
sake of convenience scientists, 
particularly astronomers and 
astrophysicists state the 
distance to stars and between 
stars in light years, which is the 
distance light can travel in one 
year. 


My point is that even if we 
assume these UFO’s can attain 
a speed even approaching that 
of light, the distance to the 
nearest star would take more 
than four years. And then, of 
course, nothing can Jive on a 
star. We must assume the star 
has a system of planets, as our 
solar system does, and we must 
assume that at least one of the 
planets can sustain life. 
Evidence gathered by the 
recent Mars shot ruled out this 
close neighbor of ours as a 
possible home for" ex¬ 
traterrestrial creatures, so we 
must look farther afield. When 
you get out of our own solar 
system you begin measuring 
distance in light years. The 
distances are too vast for any 
type of life we can conceive to 
traverse in any reasonable 
time. 

Scientists contemplating a 
manned trip to some other 
solar system, talk about putting 
the crew into hibernation, to 
waken in the hundred years or 
more they estimate it would 
take to make the trip. Or sen¬ 
ding families out as crews in 
the expectation that the third or 
fourth generation would be the 
crew when the ship reached its 
destination. 

There is still a vast amount of i 
knowledge to be gained about 
the universe, but the success of 
the limited space flights which 
have alre. iy been made is 
proof that we do understand 
some of the basic laws which 


govern the movement and 
location of heavenly bodies. It 
is this knowledge that tells us 
the distances and problems are 
so great there must be a much 
more compelling reason for an 
extraterrestrial creature to 
make such a trip than the 
desire to f rightcn a nurse in a 
Duncan Hospital or to engage 
in a sight-seeing trip over 
planet earth. 

There is always the 
possibility, of course, that these 
UFO’s originate on the planet 
Earth, but here again there 
would not be much point in 
flying around over Canada at 
night. Anyone can buy ac¬ 
curate, detailed maps and 
aerial photos of all parts of 
Canada and even a casual 
reading of newspapers and 
publications would soon reveal 
the location of every military 
installation, experimental 
station and atomic energy plant 
in the country.

MYSTIFIES OBSERVERS 
1 -Police at the Belmond Radio tower were 
Notified Saturday at 12:55 a. m, of strange 
lights in the vicinity of Dows. Wright 
county sheriff's officers were notified, and 
they found the three subjects, who had 
noticed the lights near Dosvs. 

The three men first noticed the light 
hovering in an orractic manner oyer the 
Dows golf course, then they saw one oast of 
them and another in back of them. The 
lights were white. There was no color 
change. 

After members of the Wright County 
Sheriff’s officers arrived and a highway 
patrolman, the three cars waited at the 
Dows golf course.

I t is my thesis that flying saucers are real and that 
they are space ships from another solar system. 

I think that they possibly are manned by intel¬ 
ligent observers who are members of a race that 
may have been investigating our earth for centuries. 

I think that they possibiy have been sent out to 
conduct systematic, long-range investigations, first 
of men, animals and vegetation, and more recently' 
of atomic centers, armaments and centers of arma¬ 
ment production. 

They obviously have not come as Invaders, but I 
believe their present mission may be one of sci- 
, entific investigation. 

After all the official inquiries into the mystery 
of flying saucers, the fact remains that many of the 
observed effect* still are formally described by the 
United States Air Force as "Unidentified Flying 
Objects.” Many theories, therefore, are being sug¬ 
gested as an explanation of why the saucers cannot 
be real. 


Some of these who have seen saucers are said 
to have been self-hypnotized. Others are said to 
have been the victims of optical illusion, light 
aberrations or mass hallucination. 

I have seen no proof from any satisfactory source 
to substantiate these suggestions. 

Russian papers even have claimed that the 
United States Air Force purposely started "the big 
saucer, bluff’ to obtain more funds for space re¬ 
search and armament. 

No proof of this, either, has ever been offered. 
The radar screen often has confirmed the fact 
that observed phenomena were not light aberra¬ 
tions. Any experienced pilot ought to be able to 
distinguish the difference between optical illusions 
and real flying objects. 

Attempts to explain the phenomena as fireballs 
or meteors do not meet scientific standards. 

Speculations that the saucers are secret Ameri¬ 
can or Russian missiles have been supported by no 
facts. Any man-made object flying faster than 
' sound would cause a tremendous noise when break¬ 
ing the supersonic speed barrier, while, most eye¬ 
witnesses repprt that the saucers they have ob¬ 
served, unlike jets, fly silently. - ■ , ■ . 

Far too many observations of saucers have been 
made between 1915 and lCUffcr their presence to 
be dismissed merely by the statement that the ob¬ 
servers have been the subjects of mass hallucination.

While believing that the saucers are a reality, 
do not conclude, as some investigators have, 
it they come to us from one of the other planets 
our own solar system.

We know too much about conditions on our 
ghboring planets in our own solar system for us 
argue successfully that the saucers can come 
m one of them. The only one that seems to be 
tering life, even in the form of plant growth, is 
rs, and its surface is not habitable by any crea- 
es that we can imagine as having a brain more 
v ly developed than our own, or a culture «n- 
nsely broader than ours. 

ith the planets of our own sun system ruled out, 
I suggest that the home base of the 'Saucers 
y be a planet, or planets, revolving around an- 
er sun, or suns. Probably this other sun—or 
r—is one of those nearest to cur own sun, which 
course is a star. 

Despite the immense distance between our own 
ax system (including the earth) and the nearest 
or solar systems, a journey from one system to 
itb.er is theoretically passible, once an unlimited 
rce of power is developed. 

I do not, however, believe reports that some 
cers are manned by beings resembling men, al- 
ugh we can r.ot prove tins is untrue. I do net 
ieve the visitors resemble any living bcirgs 
,roi to us. Even if they came frem a carbonate 
d atmcsplicre and, in our eyes, might be the 
ingest creatures ever imagined, they still could, 
■oretically, think logically and develop a hig'nly 
>erior civilization.. 

Reports that saucer men have been seen who 
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are •'beautiful, human-like 
beings” have no factual 
support, I think, and prob¬ 
ably that is fortunate for 
us. Creatures who could 
move arcund in our at¬ 
mosphere without a kind 
of diver’s outfit might be 
able to settle here. It is 
more comfortable for us 

to SDpculate that saucer_ 

men come from an at¬ 
mosphere far different 
from our own and are 
so outlandish in appear¬ 
ance that they do not re¬ 
semble us at all. 

If they do come from 
a quite different atmos¬ 
phere, they might find it 
as difficult to exist on 
earth as we wpuld find it 
difficult to exist at the 
bottom of the sea. 

The Uranides, I think, 
have been examining the ; 
earth for centuries. Peo- ; 
pie call their craft flying . 
saucers and say that the 
phenomenon is new. It’s 
far from that, for as long 
ago as December 9, 1731, 
there was evidence that we 
on earth were being visited 


by travelers that^seemed to come from rpace. 

Observers then reported that “strange globes 
of light” maneuvered over Florence, Italy, and 
there were similar reports from Switzerland on 
November 2, 1761. In London on March 23, 1845, 
and elsewhere in England in 1S55, 1853, 1820 and 
1£D4, the same kind of lights were seen aloft as 
the kind we now speak -cf as flying saucers. They 
buzzed Bloomington, Indiana, on September 7, 1877, 
ships in the Yellow Sea*in 1S93, and ships in the 
Atlantic in ISO! 

Why. then, if space creatures have been coming 
to us for a long time, have they rot communicated 
with us? I believe the reason lies in the con¬ 
clusion that, just as we do cot know anything 
about their sense organism, they do not know any¬ 
thing about ours. 

It is possible that they would react to rays 
still unlcnown to us. Perhaps they arc trying to 
reach us with a raj’ unknown to us. We can only 
wait For their means of communication may be 

anything from a ray to a para-psychological power 
revealed to us occasionally in human manifestations 
of telepathy. 

Just as a starter, v/e might try to communicate 
with them by radio signal. Mathematical symbols 
zrrght be interpreted by them. A mutual mathe¬ 
matical understanding might be the forerunner of 
written words and sounds. 

We may be sure that they are r.ot slow-thinking. 
Their intellectual powers, no matter how strange 
the creatures' appearance may be, are great. I 
believe they are demonstrating this by bridging the 
-space between their planetary home stations in a 
distant solar system and our own. , 
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To come to us from that vast distance tin 
may have achieved the dream of human astr 
nauts. That is, they have been able to travel almo 
at the speed of light. This seems to us, now, almo 
as far beyond our means as our owrPprescnt roc 
ets would have been beyond the ability of mi 
who made the first steam engines.

"That's where we are. Oc¬ 
casionally people see an alien 
space craft, but are scorn¬ 
ed when they tell someone 
about it. Believe me, we are 
interested.” 

Hewes said he would rather 
hear a report from a per¬ 
son who has been afraid to 
talk about a sighting, than 
someone who wants headlines. 

“They are usually more 
factual and certainly a lot 
more credible,” he said. 

The International UFO Bu¬ 
reau (IUFOB) maintains a 
panel of scientists nation¬ 
wide to check on sighting 
reports and disprove or sup¬ 
port every possible claim. 

They include: 

Dr. Frank B. Salisbury, 
plant scientist at Utah State 
University, William M. 
Green, astro-geologist at the 
Redstone Arsenal, Hunts¬ 
ville, Ala.; Dr. Askold La- 
donko, psychologist in Cara¬ 
cas, Venzuela; and Kirkpa¬ 
trick Planetarium Director 
Dale Johnson of Oklahoma 
City, to name a few. 

It was Johnson who “help¬ 
ed uncover a government 
whitewash," Hewes said, 
speaking of an incident Aug. 
1-2, 1935, witnessed by 200,- 
000 persons throughout the 
central states.

‘ We needed something with 
physical evidence and wc didn't 
get it,” Dr. Tennyson said.

The Canadian study vras de¬ 
signed to compliment or. Ameri¬ 
can investigation begun in i£3S 
by Dr. Edward Condon at she 
University' of Colorado under 
contract to the United States 
Air Force. 

In hie 1069, the Colorado 
study group of scientists and ex¬ 
perts in radar, mirages, plasma

Clackamas High School area on Wednesday 
night and another was phoned into The Review 
Sunday from the Oak Grove area. The Jim Ellis 
family saw a lighted object that hovered over 
trie high school, rose into the air ever some 
trees, then moved toward the Ellis house and 
finally sped away toward Portland. 

“My sen Gary was the first one to spot the 
■ object,” recalled Mrs. Ellis. “He told me that it 
was just hovering near the ground, but by the 
time I had gone outside, whatever it was rose 
into the air ar.d began drifting toward our 
house. All I could make out were three ia”gc 
light sources which reminded me of flood 
lights. There wasn’t any particular color, other 
than white, but v/c did hear sort of a high- 
pitched ‘hmmm’ just before it disappeared. It 
was visible for about 10 minutes, but wc 
couldn’t establish its size,” she told The 
Review. 

“The object began moving toward Portland 
and my husband went around the corner of the 
house to watch it. He said all of a sudden it just 
disappeared at a tremendous rate of speed and 
that was the last anyone here saw of it,” Mrs. 
Ellis noted. 

George Chiewe, another resident of that 
area, also saw a bright object in the same 
vicinity described by the Ellis family. “I 
spotted a bright object made up of three lights, 
and it appeared to me to be over the Westwood 
and Gladstone area,” Chiewe said. “I couldn't 
tell how far away it was or how large it was. I 
watched it for about five minutes and then went 
T in the house. 1 ’ 

Following the sightings in the Clackamas 
area, Mr. and Mrs. L. H. Deano, Oak Grove, 
told The Review that on Sunday around 7:30 
p.m. they spotted a slow-flying, glowing object 
heading in an easterly direction. 

“My wife and I watched this object for about 
10 minutes,” recalled Deano. “I was absolutely 
fascinated with it’; I thought it was going to 



under it and at first I thought it might be a 
private airplane in trouble, but its actions and 
shape leads me to believe that it wasn’t an 
airplane or -a helicopter. I’ve been an aerial 
' photographer for 30 years and I’ve never seen 
a^ airplane with characteristics like that,” he 
said. 

“It gave off a s^jgdy light and appeared to be 
climbing before we lost sight of it in the cloud 
cover,” Deano said. “Wc didn't hear any 
sound, and from our angle of vision I wouldn’t 
even want to make a guess as to its size or 
speed. I -have no idea as to what ‘it was, but I 
don’t believe it was an airplane.” 

The strange sightings by residents of this 
area and the descriptions given bring to mind 
the eerie reports and observations that oc¬ 
curred near Exeter, N. H., a few years back. 
However, those sightings were witnessed by a 
larger number of residents, including local 
police. Police here reported no calls concerning 
UFOs. 

The ivxeter sightings were first explained by 
officials of the Air Force’s Blue Book Project as 
swamp gas; however, that theory was quickly 
withdrawn after a rebuttal by science 
prefessers from a near-by college. 

Project Blue Book was dropped by the Air 
Force last year after an independent study- 
conducted by the University of Colorado could 
discover no scientific evidence to warrant 
further study.

If a person working in a 
hospital tells such a big lie, that 
person should be dismissed!

Dallas, Tex., March 28, CUP) —

was convinced to-day that the flying 
saucer is a “military secret” and “not 
hallucinations or pipe dreams.” 

Mr, Taylor said last night that the 
nation should not become alarmed 
over repealed eye-witness accounts of 
flying saucers hurtling through the 
skies at unbelievable speeds. ' ’ 

_ "These disks that arc flying in otir 
air are very real.” Mr. Taylor said., 
"The answer will be wonderfully 
reassuring when the Army Air,Force 
is prepared to give it." 

, The Air Force, which has made 
an exhaustive investigation of re¬ 
ports, has said it has not found 
* any evidence or proof of the exis- 
' fence of flying saucers. 
r ' Mr. Taylor said, however, that 
reports of veteran airmen on flying 
saucers they had "seen" were too 
concrete to bo discredited. 

“Meanwhile, this is a military 
secret and I do not believe it is tho 
, proper business of anybody other 
than the military authorities regarding 
where they come from or where they 
.go to.” 

Mr. Taylor did not disclose the 
source of his information that flying 
saucers arc real. 

"They are not coming from other 
planets,he said. "They arc not 
coming from Russia.” 

Earlier to-day two University of 
Houston professors offered conflict¬ 
ing explanations on the non-existence 
of flying saucers.

in the Condon Report were 
“natural .phenomena.” 

ABOUT A THIRD of the 
sightings were listed in the, 
report as ■‘unsspiainabce,” ac¬ 
cording to Harder. 

Harder, who talked ei* space 
visitors as malter-oWoet in¬ 
cidents, described the unhuman 
spacemen as usually unfriendly 
but not hostile.
